Wichita, Kan., July 11.—An auto- 
matic tire pump, which compensates 
for air loss from tubes due to slow 
leaks or slight punctures, is claimed

type pump is mounted on the in- 
side of a hollow steel spoke fitted to | 
the wheel in such a position that the
